
SURPRISES FOR THE TALENT. 

The usual Monday crowd saw the “off day” 
•card run off at Washington Park under a clear 
sky and on a very fast track. The scratching of 
Souchon and Cambrian in the second race, 
Dunois in the third and Hurly Burly in the fifth 
forced men who had their favorites picked to 
transfer their allegiance elsewhere and gave 
the man with “guessing caps” to sell an oppor- 
tunity to make some “coal money” for next 
'winter. 

The star event of the day was the meeting of 
Imp, Algol and Abuse a,t 61 furlongs. Satsuma 
and St. Alfonses D also being in the race, but 
scarcely considered, although Dr. Rowell’s 
horse is known as a high class one and the win- 
ner of great stake races. The unexpected 
happened and in the most sensational race of 
the meeting Satsuma, getting away absolutely 
last, ran over the others at the finish, being rid- 
den the short road and splendidly rated by 
Caywood, winning from Algol the last few 
strides. Abuse was third after having led the 
pack to the last sixteenth. Imp was second 
-- until after the final quarter was reached, but 
once in the stretch seemed to give up quickly. 
N. Turner was on her back, and. opening at 7 to 
10 or shorter, she went to the post with even 
money posted against her name. Algol was 
backed strongly, but the bookmakers 
kept 8 to 5 up, for with the 7 to 1 
Abuse they had a slight chance of losing. 
20 to 1 straight and 4 to 1 place was the 
price about Satsuma. As the horses ran 
around the upper turn the remark was passed 
“they cannot be running fast as there is St. 
Alfonses D in company,” and as Satsuma was 
lengths behind the latter, any price could be 
had against his winning. It looked like a case 
of Peytonia at Washington Park or of Lookout 
at Hawthorne the day he defeated Huron. 

Tony Licalzi’s Lady Ellerslie proved to be “a 
pipe” in the first Washington Park race, as get- 
ting off second to Canova, Tommy Burns laid 
her along and came on and won when and how 
he pleased. Somebody knew the Lady’s quality, 
as she always ruled the favorite, although her 
last start was at New Orleans. Tenole, third, 
running easily until Canova quit at the finish, 
was second from Bing Binger, who came fast on 
the end. Fonclif, carrying the money of Louis 
Ezell and other horsemen, fell at the post. Blue 
Dan (Daniel— Blue Bells), a 3-year-old, was 
backed from 100 down to 23 to 1, while “Astor 
to show.” fell from 50 down to 20 to 1. Yuba 
Dam’s price was ever rising. 

Holland, named by owner J. E. Madden in 
honor of a well-known and popular Chicagoan, 
was a pronounced favorite at 7 to 10 on the 
strength of his fourth in a stake race and had 
the hardest kind of a time to win. He would 
have taken second money had not N. Turner on 
Ned Wickes obligingly let Tommy Burns on Hol- 
land through next the rails at the turn for 
home. Ned Wickes took command at the start; 
Tulla Fonso second, and around the upper turn 
Holland, two lengths behind, was even then 
driving to hold his position. All through the 
homestretch Burns used his flail unceasingly 
while Turner sat still as if there was nothing to 
it. Those at the eighth post were suprised 
when Holland’s number went up. Vim and 
Vinegar delayed the start, running far at the 
breakaways. 

Indra shot out in front in third race and was 
never headed, although brought to a drive close 
in by Charley Christy, who alternated in sec- 
ond and third position with Hohenzollern 
finally contented with third money. Bishop 
Reed was second at the three-eighths post, but 
gradually faded away, only staying in company 
another eighth. Mistral ran well through the 



homestretch. J. H. C. bled and was stopped 
at the upper turn. 

Uarda at once went to the front, attended by 
Monk Wayman, the pair being joined at the 
three-eighths by Our Chance. Here Joe Shelby 
and Forte were several lengths behind the 
others. Rounding the far turn the trailers 
moved up so that the five horses were fairly 
bunched at the last three-eighths, and it looked 
as if Uarda would win, with Joe Shelby and 
Forte second and third. Willie Martin made 
play with Forte midway the straight, where 
Uarda was leading by a clear length, but so far 
from lettiBg him go by, Clawson, who had been 
playing possum, rallied Monk Wayman, soon 
hooked up with Uarda and the pair drove home 
locked. Clawson, on the outside, gave Thorpe 
little chance to whip, and the decision gave the 
race to Monk Wayman by a nose. Forte, third, 
was not very close up. Martin’s ride on Dunne’s 
horse was criticised by form players, who had 
invested on Forte as a cinch for the place. The 
horse probably lost his speed by the mile and 
a quarter race of July 5, when he ran a crack- 
ing second to Alvarado II. Monk Wayman, who 
is a stable companion to The Devil, was heavily 
backed for place at 2 to 1. 

Mary Black finally lived it out and won away 
off. This filly has been racing in front, then 
dying away, and each start more nearly reach- 
ing the goal. At her last essay she came clear 
in to the betting ring and there cried “move up 
the judges’ stand.” Yesterday was the day for 
her to stick it out and she ian Tartarian to a 
standstill and then galloped to the wire. Liber- 
tine led the back bunch and finished third. 
Smart money must have gone on Mary Black 
as close to the post Ed Austin refused “Paragon 
Joe” a $50 bet at 12 to 1. 

A Mr. Drake, a business man and club man of 
this city, wagered $200 at 20 to 1 on Mary Black 
with James O’Leary, and is said to have won 
other large bets on the race. O’Leary’s clerks 
were a long while busy in paying off after other 
bookmakers had closed up shop; but as the 
Stock Yards layer of odds had in $5,000 on the 
race it is not likely that he suffered largely. 

“Gov.” or “Red” Todd, an old soldier of the 
civil war, a man carrying mementos of that 
affair in the shape of leaden bullets, has retired 
from the race track where he had been a char- 
acter for thirty years and gone to his Michigan 
farm to recuperate. Todd was known on the 
trotting turf many years ago- as the owner of 
Monarch Jr. 

W. A. Smith, who trains horses for J. B. 
Gentry, A. L. Ferguson, Talbot Bros., Jas Smith 
and John P. Givens, came in from Cincinnati 
with six head, the best of the lot being Three 
Bars, Cyclone II and John Bright. 

New arrivals: — W. F, Schulte, President 
Louisville Jockey Club; “Kid” Rogers, the 
plunger; Harry Laudeman, “Hop’s” brother; 
Cary Applegate who said W. E would come 
later on and John Troy. 

Fonclif was thought to be a winner by Pat 
Dunne, the horse having worked in 1 :14. After 
passing the starter Fonclif stumbled, slipped 
his bridle and threw Jockey Hewitt, who for- 
tunately escaped injury. 

Starter Dwyer is at the starting gate at 11 
o’clock a. m. Wednesdays and Saturdays for the 
purpose of schooling green two-year-olds and 
bad actors. 

Today, in the paddock at Washington Park, 
just before the first race, Wm McGuigan will 
sell at public auction Bannockburn and Ben 
Hadad. 

P. A. Brady, once a prominent bookmaker, 
was at the track. “This is my first appearance 
of the season,” said he, “I am completely lost.”

Fleischmann Sons $6,313, Bromley & Co. $6,285, 
W. C. Daly $6,050, P. J. Dwyer $5,700 and 
George E. Smith $3,285. 

One of the star attractions in Easton Co.’s 
Chicago sale Wednesday is a grand looking bay 
colt by Wagner, out of Miss Hight (dam of 
Ottyanna, Miss Emily, Passover and McAllis- 
ter) by Longfellow. 

Jockey Tod Sloan has so far recovered from 
his recent severe sickness that he has gone to 
the Adirondacks, hoping to be in condition to 
resume riding at the opening of the Saratoga 
meeting. 

J. J. Marklein has shipped George B. Cox, 
Millstream and Voyageur to Saratoga, where 
he will race until the fall meeting at Latonia 
bf gins. 

The bunch of yearlings purchased by Messrs. 
J. W. Schorr & Son from Colonel W. 3. Barnes 
are being broken at Melbourne Farm. 

Jean Beraud has gone into retirement at 
Holmdel for a rest until the Sheepshead Bay 
autumn meeting. 

Previous was very badly injured in his race on 
Thursday, and may not face the starter again 
this season. i 



JIMMY McCOIIMlCK’S IDEAS. 

James McCormick, the ti^iner for Burns & 
Waterhouse, dates back to the early days of the 
Dwyers. He was first prominent as a steeple- 
chase jockey, riding Problem and other good 
horses. He was the assistant of James Rowe 
when this latter-day starter and presiding judge 
at race tracks, was the trainer of Rhadaman- 
thus, the first racehorse of quality ever owned 
by the Dwyers, a firm of brothers who after- 
ward became the most prominent of American 
turfmen, but later on dissolved, the senior mem- 
ber, M. F., being given the credit of Tunning 
racing in the east, through his methods of man* 
aging race tracks. 

Jimmy McCormick is an interesting person- 
ality. In size he is a small man with a weather 
beaten countenance. A New York sample-room 
keeper of the lower strata once turned Jacob 
Schaefer, the great billiardist, around and 
around and says he: “Schaefer, for what you 
are, you are the most insignificant man I ever 
met.” The same remark might have applied ta 
McCormick. But “Jimmy” is a man up to all 
matters of his trade as horse trainer and in his 
many years on the turf as owner of race horses 
has demonstrated the ability to bring a 
thoroughbred to the post in prime condition. 

Some seven years ago, in and around New 
York, he was the handler of some forty horses 
owned by different men, and he quit the east 
simply because when he won a race from some 
one of the “Four Hundred” there was sure to be 
a great hue and cry about “in-and-out” run- 
ning. Jimmy Rowe recommended McCormick 
to Colonel Burns, and for some years he has 
been the manager for this great capitalist and 
mining man of SanFrancisco, who, with his part- 
ner, desires to own horses that can win. Tliere 
is no string on McCormick, who can buy or 
lease any horse he fancies. 

Speaking of turf matters in general “Jimmy” 
had to say: “Down east the race tracks are 
making lots of money, even more than in the 
old days. At Brooklyn recently I saw sixty 
bookmakers working in the free field. These 
gentry pay $20 per day each and this amounting 
to $1200 materially helps out the association. 
Maybe seventy-five regular bookmakers pay $75 
apiece and the general admission is $2. I 
understand the Brooklyn meeting cleared up 
$60,000. Outside of New York and Chicago the 
greatest racing point is San Francisco, where 
in Ingleside and Oakland are two of the finest 
tracks in America and when accommodations 
for horses and horsemen aie considered maybe 
they are the finest in the world.” Speaking of 
the starting machine he said: “When it was 
first introduced in California horses were made 
to come up and breast the barrier, thus ail get- 
ting away on equal terms. The shout that 
arose July 4 at Washington Park over Samp- 
son’s victory was but a counterpart of that 
heard in California at the first trial of the start- 
ing machine, all the horses moving off together. 
But lately, the machine might as well be 
dispensed with, as the good jockeys monkey 
around and will not consent to get- 
ting away on level terms with the 
pickaninnies up on outsiders. The conse- 
quence, especially where a recall flag is used, 
is that your crack jockey comes up with a rush 
and if not off in front, immediately takes back, 
sure of not being left at the post. Starters play 
favorites, that is, they are sure to give the ani- 
mal owned by a track stockholder or prominent 
turfman the best of the start or it not, “an 
even thing,’ and for as good as either, a poor 
horseman may whistle. 

Starters know what the favorite is in most 
cases and are apt to favor the horse the money

is on. This is wrong, for a man game enough to 
play a 100 to 1 shot ought to be given an equal 
chance. Now, as to in and out running, a “mark” 
is always made of some poor devil when “re- 
versals” have stirred up the press. Did anyone 
ever see such “cavorting” as that of Don d’Oro 
and Octagon, Mr. Belmont’s horses, last season. 
Of course they were both sulkers and would 
“run your eye out” one day and be “nowhere” 
the next. Still nothing was said ; but if an in- 
ferior man had owned this stable he would have 
been thrown over the fence. There are a lot of 
reporters in the east, and I suppose elsewhere, 
who roast turfmen continually. These 
men are sore simply because of losing 
a two dollar bill— the size of the bet 
of an average reporter. The turf degener- 
ates, simply because the blame of inconsistent 
racing is placed wrongly. The judges make a 
“grand stand play,” call up the jockey and get 
a squad of suckers to cheer when whip and 
spurs are ordered on some nervous horse, who 
then jumps over the fence. 

I never knewlthe judges to call up the book- 
maker and ask him whether or not he had on 
spurs and whip. By the way, jockeys and 
trainers must needs have licenses, why not book- 
makers? It is a well known fact that the class 
of this fraternity is none too high. They 
should be made to prove their honesty before 
taking up the chalk and rubber. To change the 
subject. One of the first and best animals I ever 
owned was Firefly, given^me by the elder Bel- 
mont. He won some 108 races for me, so I pen- 
sioned him, and now he ambles around a lovely 
farm on the Hudson River carrying my friend’s 
two little girls on his back, I could have sold 
him for $700 to race at Gloucester, but the old 
boy don’t like heavy going and I couldn’t bear 
to have him beaten. 

Bob Walden, who is ever at the Hahnemann 
Hospital, is the favorite son ofiW. Walden, the 
chief trainer of the Morris^ family. The father 
is one of the [oldest and most prominent 
trainers in the country and has a gar- 
den spot of a place at Middleburg, Maryland. 
Here is a training ground unequaled. The 
Morris horses were sent there from Sheepshead 
Bay, and will next be seen at Saratoga. Wynd- 
ham Walden is a wealthy man, and in this fam- 
ily Americans can see that which is common in 
England, where trainers, and even jockeys, have 
been so for generations and are men of refine- 
ment, culture and wealth. 

My six head of youngsters are now at Haw- 
thorne. We left the old horses that had raced 
all winter to recuperate in California. I may 
go to Saratoga, where under the Walbaum ad- 
ministration, new stand and buildings have 
been erected so that now it is a hard place to 
beat for beauty. The only place I know of that 
can hold a candle with ‘Horse Haven’ as to 
fitting a horse is Milwaukee and I hope to see 
racing there soon.”
